FIRST SHIP RAILWAY IN AMERICA. 


Trip One Across Chlg7iect*> Ijithmua N*»rJy 


Completed—Canada's Subsidy System. 
AVha-t will be tlic only ship railway in 


Surtli Amorica ii rapidly approaching 
completion. It is dihtined to convey 
VL'j^-I^ over the isthmus of Chiguecta, a 
narrow atrip ot laud which joins the 
province of Nova Scotia and New Kruiis- 
.i-ick, a distance of seventeen miles. 
The first project was tho Bale Verte 
canal scheme, by which it was proposed 
to make a cut between the gulf of St. 
Lawrence and the bay of Fundy through 
thi.->osthumu3 and so avoid the long de- 
tour round Cape Breton and Nova Scotia, 
which all American fishing schooners 
and vessels trading between Prince Ed- 
ward Island and tho gulf ports on tho 
one side and St. John, Portland, Boston 
and New York on the other were obliged 
to make. 


The immense expense of this under- 


taking rendered it impracticable, and 
other means of transport across the neck 
of land Ix-twccn the gulf of St. Lawrence 
and the bay ot Fundy had lo be sought. 
TheChigneclo Marine Transport railway 
aims at a solution of tho problem and it 
has reached a stage of progress which 
insures its completion. Tho lo-idbed is 
ballasted and ready for track laying, and 
the docks at either end are in progress 
ot construction. The bteol for the track 
is the heaviest ever made and weighs 110 
pounds to the yard. There will be a 
double track, upon which the cradle con- 
taining the vessel under transport will 
be placed. 
Tho locomotives, two of 


which will be used in drawing the vessel 
across the isthmus, are built on the same 
principle as ordinary engines, but of 
much greater weight and power. 


Tho vessels to be transported will be 


hoisted by hydraulic power from the 
basin to the track, and it is estimated 
that with this power and the roadbed in 
good condition a ship of ordinary capac- 
ity will be taken from the hay of Fundy 
and placed in the gulf of St. Lawrence 
in two and a half hours, though a speed 
of ten miles an hour is obtainable. 


Imring the coming year the (Jhignecto 


Marine Transport railway should be in 
acme operation, and a saving on each 
tup will be etl'ected of 
DUO miles. It 


would, bowe\ei, be more prudent to say 
that the company will be ready to handle 
whatever business offers, because it is a 
matter of pure speculation as to the earn- 
ings of the enterprise. 


The tarill fur lifting and hauling ves- 


sels 0101 the lailwaj "ill be lifty cents 
per ton for cargo and twenty-live cents 
per ton for hull, so that a vessel of 1,000 
tuns would pay S7"iO for transportation. 
Tho permanent success of the scheme is 
looked upuu as high!} problematic, for 
t l u > class of schooners engaged in this 
trade at present are totally unable to 
bear any such dunces, and thfi prospects 
of tnitlic in ships between Lake On- 
tario, St. John and Boston, which some 
people luuu alleged \\ould accrue, are 
altogether to" Usioiiary to warrant such 
an oxpenditme. 


Tin- promoter-,, however, will not be 


the losers. In Canada the aduncates of 
such srhuues form an important part of 
tin- industrial community, and it has 
(•dine to be one of the most important 
industiips—the erection of public works 
\\U\\ Ilritish capital, secured by the 
promise of Dominion subsidies. Tho 
<-ouulr\ is full of such enterprises. 
Ill 


tin1 pio\ince of New Brunswick alone 
then- an- throe iailwa\s which ha\e 
boon throu u aside \\ lieu the "promoters" 
hail siK ki'd tho prollti dry. 
This marine 


railway ooinpam obtained incorporation 
Iroin pathamont in 1^:3, and the same 
Mar was grantod a subsidy of $130,000 
tor twenty-live years in aid of the work, 
and the proposal of so liberal a subven- 
tion was scarcely challenged in parlia- 
ment, being voted under the impression 
that it would 
never 
be demanded. 


Nothing was done until 1885, when an 
order in council was passed authorizing 
entry into agreement with the company, 
subject to the approval of parliament, 
and such approval 
was obtained iu 


March, 1^0. 


Under its terms the subsidy was to he 


$l?u,l)00 a year for twenty \ eari, or such 
portion of it as would bring the net 
earnings up to 7 per cent, on the 
authorized share and bond capital of the 
company. Should the earnings exceed 
7 per cent., one-half of such surplus 
is to bo paid tho g< vernnient until repay- 
ment of the subsidy is made. 
Surely 


this was tempting enough to any capi- 
talist — 7 per cent, guaranteed upon 
an 
ostensible 
capital of 
$0,500,000, 


though up to this date no one has boon 
able to learn the exact or even probable 
cost of tho undertaking.—Halifax Cor, 
New York Times.

Alt.-r review ,ng that part uf thn Presi- 
dent's reinai ks concerning the, ewlubiution 
of the ucea-iiun, Judge Arnoux welcomed the 
gne-ts in btdmlf of those assembled, icpiu- 
seuting Hie Executive and Legislative lie 
partments uf the Government, National and 
State cuurts. and thu people of the. Cnited 
states. The occasion, tbe Speaker declared, 
w aa ti fitting ono. One hundred years ago un 
this day, the first Tuesday in February, IT'.M, 
the .snpieine. Court uf the Cnited States hold 
Its tlrst session at the Exchange mthe City of 
New York, anil installed In utlice the Chief 
Justice, two associate justices and attorney 
genernl. Tins action completed the organi- 
zation of thu three departments of the Gov- 
ernment. 


Judge Arnoux then reviewed at some 


length the high and independent ehnrnetcr 
of the court and (he labors anil growth of 
tho body fruni Its Inception up to the pres- 
ent tune, over sixty-live, million people of 
dllferent races, religions, polities i ul inter- 
ests, to-day, ho said, cheerfully and loyally 
.submitted to the decrees uf tile court.

Mr. Arnoux was warmly applauded 


during his remarks, and on his retiring 
was greeted with vociferous applause,

In an elo.|Uent peroration the 
speaker declared that the ti lie pou er uf the 
court has resided and must ever du ell mthe 
sincere respect und unbought cotilUlence. of 
tho people of the United States. 


Tho next speaker was Mr. William Al- 


len Butler, who delivered an eloquent 
address, during the reading of which ho 


right, and to perform their functions to th« 
advancement of Justice and the good of the 
country. 
As to the needs of the Supreme Court, 


Justice Field said that it should not be over- 
borne with work, and should have some re- 
lief from the immense burden cast upon It. 
Every suitor, however humble, should he 
given an opportunity to boheard. Uptothe 
middle of the present century the calendar 
of the court did EOS average 140 cases a 
term; thu calendar of the present term ei- 
ceeds 1,500.

Dr. Schaaf olTere-d as an amendment 


so as to read tho "Alliance of tho Pres- 
byterian churches of tho world." 


Dr. White accepted tlie amendment. 
A veto was then taken on the amend- 


ment offered by Rev. Dr. White and it 
was passed. 


The second portion of tho first para- 


graph was Ihun tak.cn up and passed. 


Tho last paragraph of tho Overture 


was then taken up and read. 


Dr. Hall said he hoped (iod would 


rescue the Presbytery from embarrass- 
ment. 
He said it was stated time and 


again that the missionaries in India can 
not bring tho inhabitants to compre- 
hend the Confession. 
"1 do not won- 


der," said he, "that tho inhabitants can 
not be made to understand when our 
own people here ai'o so mixod on tho 
subject." 


The paragraph, which reads as fol- 


lows, was adopted: 
^ 


We believe that there is a demand lor.such 


a cretid, not as a substitute for our Confes- 
sion, but only tosnuiuuirix.e and supplement 
It fur the work of the church. 
We would 


and must retain our standards, which we 
have, as our family Inheritance and as tho 
safeguard of our ministry und our institu- 
tions. But a brief and comprehensive creed, 
at once, interpreting those standards, would 
he welcomed by our churches as most help- 
ful and henetlcent for the exposition uf 
what wo have meant through all these years 
by "the system of doctrines taught in tho 
Holy Scrlptmei." We want no new doc- 
trines, but only a statement ot the old doc- 
trines made in the light and In the spirit of 
our Christian activities, of our high privil- 
eges and our large obligations , a statement 
in which tlla loveof God, which is in Christ 
Jesus our Lord, shall b« central and domi- 
nant." 


The vote was then taken on the Over- 


ture as a whole, and it was passed al- 
most unanimously. Prayer was offered 
by Dr. Hall, and tho long discussion on 
tho Confession was ovor.

DEATH OP EDWIN PHILBROOK 


A Good Citizen and an Old Soldier 


Called Home, 


Edwin Philbrook died at his late resi- 


dence, No. 700 West Prairie Avenue, last 
night at 10:45. He was sick but little 
more than a week. On Monday, Janu- 
ary 27th, he was taken with a chill. 
Pneumonia soon followed accompanied 
by hemorrhages which resulted in death. 


Deceased was born near Granville, 


Ohio, August 26tb, 1837. While yet a 
boy his father moved to Fayette county, 
Illinois, and settled near Vandalia. At 
an early age the son became a teacher in 
the public schools of that county. Octo- 
ber 5th, 1S57, he entered the State Nor- 
mal University .Bloomington, Illinois, and 
graduated with the lirst class of that in- 
stitution June 29tb, 1860. In September 
of that year he commenced teaching in 
Pana, and from there went to liosemond, 
where he waB teaching when the war 
opened in the spring of 18G1. He at once 
enlisted, becoming a member of Company 
K, 8th Illinois Infantry, commanded by 


Col. 
K. J. Oglesby. This was the lirst 


Illinois regiment in the war. 


During the three months' service he 


was stationed at Cairo. He was one of 
the first to re-enliet as a veteran. When 
bis regiment moved against Fort Doiiel- 
son he was left behind, having been seri- 
ously ill for some time. He never fully 
recovered from this sickness. He was 
writing in the Quartermaster's tent on 
that famous Sunday morning when the 
Rebels began the sudden attack on the 
bloody field of Shiloh. His first warning 
came from a cannon ball that passed 
through his tent, In the latter part of 
his service he was Quartermaster of one 
of the colored regiments. 


Continued ill health compelled his res- 


ignation and return home. Soon after 
he began teaching in Mnroa, where he 
remained live years. While there he was 
married to Miss Ellen C. Pilsbnry, who 
survives him. He was principal of the 
schools of Sabetha, and Blue Hapids 
Kansas, for eight years. He then re 
turned to Illinois and became principa 
of the Wood Street School of this city 
Later he was transferred to the Church 
Street School, where he remained unti 
forced by failin? health to give up hii 
life work. 


During tbe pact few years Mr. Phil 


brook devoted his time to the occupation 
of a pension attorney. 


In all the walks of life, he was a moB 


excellent man. He was singularly pur 
and upright in every respect. He had n 
patience with deceit or deception in any 
form. Persons were sometimes offended 
by bis plainness of upeecu-lmt no man had 
a kinder heart nor more patience with 
the erring. 


The funeral will be hold at the Episco- 


pal church on Friday morning at 10:1)0. 
The burial services will be conducted by 
bis comrades of Dunham poet, G. A. K.

Tlie news that Emin Pasha had left be- 


hind him his load of ivory has had a sur- 
prising effect upon billiard interests in 
this country, and its effect may be soon 
felt in a further bulliui' of the market 
for soft ivory used in the manufacture of 
billiard bulb*. The pvicoof billiard bails 
was recently advanced to $33 for a set of 
four balls of standard 2-f inch nicanure- 
ment. It was the last boom of a Blow- 
rise in price that had been going on for 
nearly a vear. Last year before the ad- 
vance set in a standard set of balls of the 
Ix-st ivory could be bought for $26. Pool 
balls were a trifle cheaper, because such 
tine spheres of ivory are not needed in 
pool. 


Tlie billiard ball manufacturers attrib- 


ute the increase tu the war that had 
been going on 111 Zanzibar fur a year or 
inure between the, Arab traders and tlie 
natives uii the one hand and tbe (ierman 
leaders of the protectorate at Zanzibar 
on the other. These costly dissensions, 
the manufacturers say, had the effect of 
greatly retarding the exportation of soft 
ivor\ from Africa, and created a scarcity 
of gixxl hory that made the increase in 
prices of billiard balls neces-iaiy. 


The war in Zanzibar wan .squelched 


some time ago by the Teutonic protect- 
orate, but the prices of the billiard balls
